They direct the governments of ad- 


joining nations whose relations for de- 
cades have been of the friendliest. In 
adidtton, the President has a summer 
home on Campobello Island, New 
Biunswick, a few hundred yards over 
the Canadian border. There he actu- 
ally is neighbor to the governor gen- 
eral's people. 


As governor of New 
York, Mr. 


Roosevelt twice visited the Dominion 
during yachting trips that took him 
into Canadian waters. Since becom- 
ing president he, has visited Canada 
once, informally. In the summer of 
1933

quently have been referred to us ex- 
amples of ROCK! neighbors in interna- 
tional relations.

United States abrogated it.s commer- 
cial treaty with Canada, has there 
been a serious dispute between the 
two countries. Their common border 
is called the world's longest unarm- 
ed international boundary.

Whenever there is a bp.il or even a 


large pimple in the ear canal, the pain 
will be accentuated if one pulls on 
the ear or presses on the skin in front 
of or behind the ear. Even moving 
pf the jaws, as in chewing, may ex- 
aggerate the pain. 


In some cases nothing may be vis- 


ible from the outside of the ear. If, 
however, the doctor looks into the 
canal, he will find a swelling which 
partially blocks the view of the ear- 
drum. 


Under such circumstances, the doc- 


tor will apply antiseptic substances to 
stem the growth of the germs, and hot 
applications to eliminate tenderness. 
When the boil comes to a head, he 
can puncture it to expedite the re- 
moval of its contents and to bring 
about a more rapid cure. 


Remember that boils inside the ear, 


like boils elsewhere, begin where the 
skin has been broken or irritated. This 
is particularly true of boils on the 
back of the neck which follow irrita- 
tion by the rough edge of a stiff col- 
lar. 


Any manipulation of the ear canal 


for the removal of wax, or inside the 
.ear with hard instruments by those 
who do not understand the delicate 
nature of these tissues, may be the 
first, step toward breaking .the skin 
and starting formation of a boil.

An enormous cor- 
parate oligarchy has arisen; if it is to 
be controlled at all in the interest of 
the ordinary citizen, it must be con- 
trolled from Washington, 


So democracy, if it is to survive, 


must move constantly in the direction 
of greater federaliiation. That path, he 
insists, leads not ,to dictatorship, but 
to greater freedom. 


And Thomas Jefferson? 
Well, says _ 


Mr. Brant, it was precisely Thomas ! 
Jefferson who started this business of 
a strong executive. His Louisiana pur- 
chase gave the theory of states' riyhts 
a blow from which it has never re- 
covered. 


We need no constitutional amend- 


ment, he concludes. The power the j 
federal government needs is already j 
in the Constitution; all we need is a { 
supreme court that will say so.

was farce, nnd Cobb—ns he suspected 
and Roach should hove known—is not 
a fnrcinl type. The two-rcelers were 
pretty bad and the series wns sus- 
pended by mutual agreement. 


Another Venture—Success 


He went back to the tasteful ha- 


cienda formerly occupied by Miss 
Garbo, called for a mint julep, and 
wns just settling down for his first 
spell of loafing when the phone rang. 
A Mr. Zanuck to speak to Mr. Cobb. 
Mr. Znnuck, head of 20th Century- 
Fox, asked how nbout coming out and 
signing nn'ncting contract. 


Cobb swore, sighed, hitched up his 


five-inch leather belt, put on his som- 
brero, nnd went. Since then he has

to "Steamboat 


Round the Bend," "Everybody's Old 
Man," nnd "Pepper." The latter is a 
soon-to-be-relensed picture with Jane 
Withers. 


"I am not an actor," said the bewil- 


dered Mr. Cobb. "I never shall be an 
actor. I am trying to behave natur- 
ally, but I find that most people try- 
jig to be natural do a lot of artificial 
things and spot a lot of rhetorical 
junk.

I like it, and I'm learning a 


lot, especially about dialog. After all 
these yeors of writing dialog,

thought I knew something about it."
